78 Cent Tax Election 


Less than a year after a defeat ina 
similar election the Board of 
Trustees of the Yorba Linda School 
District will ask voters on March 2, 
1976 to approve a tax revenue 
increase of 78 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation. 

The decision was made at last 
week's board meeting. The 
increase, if approved, will furnish 
the district with $150 more per pupil 
or an estimated $375,000 in added 
income for the 1976-77 school year. 


Last May voters rejected a 
proposed 87 cent increase. Board 
members and the administration 
feel that the cuts made because of 
the lack of money after the defeat 
will convince parents and voters that 
the increase is necessary to provide 
the best education possible. 

Parents have been polled and 
their response has been that they 
would like to see the money, if 
available, spent on the basics of 
education. 


Yorba Linda-PUSD 
Merger Screeches To Halt °. 


The merger between the Yorba 
Linda Elementary School District 
and the Placentia Unified School 
District appears to be very dim at the 
present time. 

Superintendent Sterling Fox of 
the YL District detailed a series of 
incidents that has stalled ongoing 
negotiations and resulted in a 
proposal to include the local study 
into one embracing all districts in 
Orange County. 

Fox shocked his Board of Trustees 
at last week’s meeting with his 
report on the merger. He said a 
heart attack involving a county 
official working on the matter, 
subsequent lack of manpower, a 
negative decision on financing the 
hiring of a consultant by the County 
Counsel have all addded to the 
confusion and stymied the study. 

The Fullerton High School 
District, from which Yorba Linda 
would withdraw if annexation to the 
PUSD was accomplished, has 


refused to make a decision on that 
withdrawal until a study has been 
made and a report returned. 
Some Yorba Linda _ students 
attend Troy High in the Fullerton 
District. An additional high school 
site in Yorba Linda is also involved. 


Trustees wondered aloud if there 
might be some ‘‘pre-planning’’ to 
halt the merger. Also ventured was 
the opinion that ‘‘someone may have 
pushed the reject button.’’ Fox 
replied ‘‘no’’ to these allegations 
but added: ‘‘We’re beginning to 
wonder what is going on.”’ 


‘‘Maybe if the people start to 
squawk?’’ questioned another 
trustee. It was finally decided to 
instruct Fox to meet with the 
superintendents of the other 
districts and to ‘‘come back with a 
plan.”’ It wasn’t mentioned whether 
the plan would be to try and get the 
study moving again or to effect the 
merger.

An Accountability for Absent 
Students policy, also known as the 
“Call Home Program’’ has been 
given first reading by the Board of 
Trustees of the Yorba Linda School 

~ District. 

*. Scheduled for implementation in 
January, the program is a 
outgrowth of parent concern over 
children not being in school after 
leaving the home. This concern 
stems from the recent death of a 
Placentia child who died after being 
mangled at an oil well while on his 
way to school. 

District Superintendent Sterling 
Fox told the board that the program 
‘thas many benefits not seen at 
first." He listed these as 
“‘uncovering truancy, malingering, 
habitually late students and 
establishment of better school- 
community relations."’ 

The cost, estimated at $3,000 for 
the remainder of the school year, if 
paid personnel is used to make the 
calls from schools to home each day 
checking on non-verified absences, 
was questioned by some observers. 

It was noted that the district is 
already on a tight budget and the 
money might better be spent for 
education purposed. Also ques- 
tioned was the point at which the 
responsibility of the schools stop and 
the home begins. 

Fox said that in meetings with 
PTA’s and principals it was 
determined that every effort would 
be made to obtain volunteers to do 
the daily calling in order to lessen or 
eliminate the cost of the program.

City Attorney Leonard Hampel 
countered however that such action 
was standard in situations of the 
kind. ‘‘(This procedure) is very, very 
frequently used in (dealing with) 
large parcels such as this,’’ he said.

Although the 
zoning was meant to give assurances 
to the developer, he explained, 
ultimate densities would be 
determined by later development 
plans and subdivision maps. 

While the final density on any 
portion of the development could not 
exceed the indicated maximum 
since such would be in violation of 
the city zoning ordinance, the 
attorney continued, the city would 
be able to require densities lower 
than those specified. 


anch Annex Moves Ahead 


A range is indicated, rather than a 
specific figure, Hampel further 
explained, because it is impossible 
to determine a specific figure from 
the city’s general plan. This, he 
said, is as it should be. 

City Planning Director Phil 
Paxton also supported the proposed 
zoning, calling the plan ‘‘the best 
we've seen. I would not recommend 
something I felt was not in good 
planning standards,’’ he added. 

Councilmen Henry W. Wedaa and 
Dale T. Chaput came out in favor of 
the ordinance, Chaput noting that 
the annexation will avoid ‘‘spot-type 
development such as we have had in 
the past,’’ and Wedaa commending 
the city planning commission, which 
worked out the proposal, for doing 
‘their usual thorough job."’

Armed Robber 
Hits Local Bank 


The Yorba Linda Branch of the 
Bank of America last Thursday lost 
what a Brea Police Department 
spokesman called a ‘‘substantial’’ 
amount of money to an armed 
robber. 

According to the spokesman, the 
stick-up man entered the bank 
through the side door shortly after 2 
p-m. He went to the first teller, the 
spokesman continued, drew a 
short-barreled revolver, and jumped 
over the counter. 

After robbing the first, second, 


and third tellers, the man, described 
as white and in his mid-20’s, jumped 
back over the counter and fled out 
the side door to a get-away car 
waiting on School Street, reportedly 
driven by a second man. 


All available police units answer- 
ed the call, a total of nine cars; but 
the suspects escaped. 


In all, the robbery took about 
three minutes, the spokesman said. 
Bank officials said the amount taken 
came, to $6,870. 


City Passes On 
Offer Of Building 


The lack of an available site to 
place a proferred gift building 
resulted in the unique building 
being donated to the City of 
Placentia. 

City Administrator Art Simonian 
confirmed that architect Robert 
Jones of Yorba Linda initially 
offered the building to his home 
town. 

Jones and the LamCo Construc- 
tion Company of Anaheim needed a 
place to construct a model buildiag 
in quick order. Placentia was able to 
accept the offer and put the building 
in Wagner Park. 

The reason for the immediate 
construction concerns interest by 
foreign countries in the 260 square 


foot building as a possibly massed 
produced desert house. 

The buildings take about one 
week to construct including being 
stuccoed in one of several colors in 
about 10 hours. 


Simonian said city staff and Jones 
looked at local sites and ‘‘we didn’t 
have one that could accommodate 
the building.”’ 


It was too big for Fairmont Knolls 
Park and Simonian said it would take 
about six months to take the 
necessary steps to put it in 


Valleyview Park.

Ranch, appeared at the meeting to 
voice his support for the ordinance. 

‘*We have no argument with (the 
ordinance as proposed),’’ Kraemer 
said in a short statement. 

The ordinance calls for the ranch 
to be annexed under PC (planned 
community) zoning, allowing for a 
variety of residential and commer- 
cial uses. 

Present residents living within 
300 feet of any proposed 
construction on the ranch will be 
notified prior to city hearings, 
Paxton said. 

Voting approval of the ordinance 
were Councilmen Wedaa, Chaput, 


and Whit Cromwell. Although 
Mayor Carolyn Ewing was absent 
due to illness, Wedaa said she, too, 
supported the measure. 

If the council approves the 
ordinance on second reading at its 
next meeting, it will be enacted into 
law. 

In related business, the council 
heard City Administrator Arthur C. 
Simonian report that last Wednes- 
day the county Local Agencies 
Formation Commission approved 
extending the city’s sphere of 
influence eastward to the county line 
and southward to Esperanza Road, 
excluding only the Bryant Ranch 
property.

Tynes Contract 
Renewed 


John O. Tynes, 59, named 
Superintendent of Schools for the 
35-square mile Placentia Unified 
School District, after serving for 
nine months as its chief administra- 
tive officer, has received an 
extension of his contract to June 30, 
1979 by unanimous action of the 
Board of Trustees. 

Tynes is a long time resident of 
Placentia, first moving here in 1944 
to assume duties as a coach and 
teacher at Valencia High School. 
During his tenure at that school, he 
coached championship track, foot- 
ball and basketball teams. 

He was appointed to his post as 
superintendent in July, 1972: His 
contract would have expired June 
30, 1977. His annual pay is 
approximately $37,300 a year. 

The school board issued the 
following statement with the 
announcement of the new contract: 

“The board of education of the 
Placentia Unified School District has 
reviewed and _ evaluated the 
performance of Superintendent 
John Tynes for this past fiscal year.”’ 

‘This comprehensive evaluation 
has taken place in executive sessions 
and as a result, the board 
unanimously commends Mr. Tynes, 
He has the full support of the board 
and the board earnestly requests the 
enthusiastic support and coopera- 
tion of each of our certificated and 
classified employees and from every 
patron of the district.’’ 

‘John has an unusual dedication 
to children,’’ the formal statement 
continues. ‘‘He has exhibited both 
wisdom and courage in decision- 
making and his judgment has 
proven sound in_ instructional, 
financial and personnel affairs. The 
board strongly supports John as the 
leader of this school district and will 
continue to operate in a manner that 
will enable John and his excellent 
staff to strive for the best 
educational program possible for 
every child in this district. Specific 
performance objectives for the 
board of education and _ the 
superintendent are established for 
this year. 

‘*The board thanks the entire staff 
for its dedication and hard work and 
the excellent progress toward 
implementing the goals of the 
district. We-call on our complete 
management team to continue 
implementation of specific board 
priorities and objectives and to 
emphasize evaluation of the 


district’s progress.”’ 

The statement continues: ‘‘The 
board reaffirms: 

“1. It’s emphasis on _ the 
instructional aspect of our basic 
skills-oriented educational program 
and places reading and the language 
arts, which are basic to all 
concurrent and subsequent learn- 
ing, as the number one priority for 
this year; mathematics, and 
particularly computational skills, is 
the second priority; 

**2. It’s directive to district-level 
administrative staff that all activity 
be service-oriented to the schools 
and their classrooms; 

‘3. It’s intention to meet the 
needs of the children of this district 
through open communication with 
parents, students and employees. 

**The board takes this opportunity 
to reaffirm their confidence in 
Superintendent John Tynes and his 
staff and the educational program of 
the district. With this spirit, we feel 
we can resolve any problem we face 
as long as we face it together.’’ 

Tynes, who was named physical 
education coordinator for the school 
district in 1967, also has served as 
the board’s representative in 
employee negotiations in 1970-71. 

He was the founder of the city of 
Placentia’s recreation programs and 
served in the city post between 1945 
and 196S. He also is the originator of 
perceptual training techniques 
which have brought him national 
acclaim. 

He was Placentia’s Man of the 
Year in 1973. 

Tynes also has served on the 
Placentia City Council for two 
different terms and was Mayor of 
the city in 1954. He resigned from 
his last term to accept the top school 
positions. 

Tynes also was president of the 
Placentia Unified Education Assoc- 
iation from 1968 to 1969 and has 
served as an elder of the 
Presbyterian Church, where the 
family is active.

Block Parents For 
Glenview Orchard 


The Orchard Glenview PTA 
Executive Board has elected to 
sponsor the Block Parent Program. 
The program is designed to be a 
‘Watch and Care’’ protection 
program for the children of our 
community. 

It is organized and coordinated 
through the cooperation of the 
Orchard Glenview School author- 
ities, the Anaheim Police Depart- 
ment and interested citizens of the 
Orchard Glenview School attend- 
ance area. 


Upon the approval of the Anaheim 
Police Department, each Block 
Parent will receive a sign that has 
been especially made for this 
program to place in the front window 
of their home. This sign tells all 
school age children that they can get 
help in case of an emergency at that 
home. 

Also, the Block Parent will receive 
specific instructions to advise them 
of how they can legally help the child 
without taking them in their home. 

These instructions were estab- 
lished by the Orange County 
Sheriff's Department to direct the 
Block Parent in helping a lost child 
an injured child, childen fighting, a 
suspicious stranger, a suspicious 
animal or a natural disaster such as 
an earthquake. 

The ideal set-up for this program 
is to have four Block Parents per 


block. Two on each side of the 
street, far enough apart to be of 
assistance to the children from 
either end of that block without their 
having to cross the street. 

There is a very definite need for 
this program in the area now, but 
help is needed to make it work. The 
main requirement are that the Block 
Parent usually be home during the 
times of the day that the children go 
to and from school, that they have a 
telephone; and that they be 
approved by the Police Department 
who will screen all applicants.

The following is Part Two 
of a series of articles on 
horsemanship contributed 
by Charis Nagel. 

MOUNTING AND DIS- 
MOUNTING: There are two 
positions considered proper 
for mounting. The first 
position would show the 
rider standing by the 
horse’s left shoulder with 
his body facing a quarter 
turn to the rear. The rider’s 
head is turned so that he can 
watch both ends of the 
horse. 

This is the safest position 
to use when you are 
mounting a green broke or 
strange horse. It is also 
easier to place your left foot 
into the stirrup from this 
position. Use care to 
prevent the toe of your boot 
from raking the horse along 
it’s side as you swing up. 

Brace your knee against 
the horse for support to 
keep your foot from coming 
out the side. When using 
this position, it is generally 
best to take one hop on the 
right leg and go into the 
second position briefly as 
you swing into the saddle. 

The second position is 
used when you are tall 
enough to stand and place 
your left foot in the stirrup 
without moving back to the 
rear of the horse. 

Your should face square- 
ly across the rear of the 
saddle. Turn your left foot 
so the toe of your boot is 
pointed forward or into the 
cinch. 

In both positions, the 
reins are held in your left 
hand with just enough rein 
tension to steady your 
horse. Place your left hand 
on the neck, just in front of 
your horse’s withers, 
steady your stirrup with 
your right hand on the 
saddle horn or pommel and 
your left knee against the 
horse. 

Swing up into the saddle 
with a spring, pushing with 
your right leg. Your body is 
balanced by the triangular 
base of support formed by

your two hands and your 
knee. 

Spring hard enough with 
your right leg to carry you 
up and over the saddle with 
a minimum of weight on the 
left stirrup. Lower yourself 
lightly and smoothly into 
the seat of the saddle. 

If you consistently pull 
the saddle to the side, you 
are not springing up hard 
enough. 

With patience, you will 
mount in a smooth easy 
motion faster than these 
instructions can be read. 
For those of you who own 
horses sixteen hands and 
over, lots of luck! 

Better yet, use a 
mounting block, or train 
your horse to stand quietly 
next to a fence, dirt mound, 
rock, etc. and proceed to 
mount as directed above. 

When you dismount, use 
the same hand positions. 
Take the slack out of the 
reins to steady the horse, 
place your left hand 
(holding the reins) on the 
neck of the horse, grasp the 
saddle horn or pommel with 
the right hand, loosen the 
right foot in the stirrup and 
shift your body weight into 
the left stirrup. 

Remove the right foot 
from the stirrup, swing the 
right leg around and, using 
the right hand on the cantle 
of the saddle, support your 
body weight with both 
hands, allowing the left 
stirrup to drop (your entire 
body weight is now 
supported by both hands), 
and slowly slide down the 
side of the horse until your 
feet touch the ground. 

The reason for not 
leaving the left foot in the 
stirrup as you dismount is a 
safety measure ensuring 
that if your horse suddenly 
bolted forward and ran, 
your foot would not be 
caught in the _ stirrup, 
therefore eliminating the 
possibility of you being 
caught and dragged behind 
the horse.
